Because of their cdut^Uonal 
value and the good they do In foster 
Ing better farming and better live¬ 
stock. they are justified and are 
worth all they cost In work and 
trouble.

The cXict date of Its commencem¬ 
ent will be announced as .soon as 
Premier Bennett ca indicate with 
some certainty the time of concluding 
the special session of the Oanadtan 
House. 

An Important, if not complete re¬ 
vision of the attitude of the U. Ited 
Kingdom towards ta.tfrs is embodied 
in the proposals to be laid before the 
conference snd the success or failure 
in securing acceptance of these piopos 
als lies, by common consent, main¬ 
ly in the abilty of CanaAi's new 
prime minister to sell his idea to the 
people of the Mother country. 

Succe.ss, or failure, in the endeavor 
is of the first importance to Canada 
and to other necUons of the Eimplre, 
a well as to Biitaln. Success means 
l|hat through the working out of a 
system of mutually beneficial prefer¬ 
ences the British market for whe.at 
and dairy Und food products will be 
retained for Eimpire products, while 
overseas dominions will give to Brit- 
Islt manufacturers their markets for 
such goods tas must be imported. 

A century-old aversion in Britain 
to protective tariffs—particularly on 
foodstuffs 'Is the barrier which Mr. 
Bennett must break down to 'achieve 
his objective. There are indications 
that economic conditions are work¬ 
ing in his interest; that the feeling 
is growing that cbdap food is dear If 
there Is no money to buy it. 

Canada's offer is the promise to 
open the Canadian market to British 
industry in non-competitive Helds - 
on a basis which will stimulate in- 
dustiTal proaperlty there. In return 
for preferential treatment by Brl 
tain for Canada's grain and other ag¬ 
ricultural products. 

The effort to sell the idea to the 
Brittf(her will be followed with the 
keenest interest by the farming pop¬ 
ulation of the Dominion. Unless it 
succeeds the Canadian farmer will, 
within a very few years be subject¬ 
ed to much more pressing competi¬ 
tion from the 28-cent-per-day labor 
of Soviet Russia, where scientific 
farming methods are only now mak¬ 
ing their influence felt in production 
and where an area greater that that 
available in Canad^i awaits the plow. 

Information reaching Cadada in¬ 
dicates that Mr. Bennett's task is 
not as hopeless aa it might bhve been 

ven a year ago. Free trade in Bri¬ 
tain has ialways boasted kindred 
advocates In labor, and, strangely 
enough. In the great financial inter¬ 
cuts. President Tom Moore of the 
Uinadlan Trades and Labor Congress 
recently returned from Europe to an 
nounce that in Britain he found a- 
mong labor a decided trend in favor 
of protection. Almost simultaneous¬ 
ly'a conference of the foremost Bilt- 
Isb bankers went on record as to the 
futility of Britain sticking to free 
trade while the rest of the world pil¬ 
ed up tariff barriers. 

TjlioHe influences may provide an 
opening for the thin end of the Ben¬ 
nett wedge. In hny event the con¬ 
ference is fraught with the greatest 
significance to agricultural Canada.

FASCINATING UNKS

Ottawa,Sept. 3rd., (Special to the 
Tecoider)- Original letters of the 
Inited Empire Loyalists and the bon¬ 
ier of the Nova Scotia Loyalists lias 
cccntly been acquired by the Dom 
nin Archives and it is a distinct asset 
3 the splendid collection which they 
1 'T.ve of the early Kfe of the pioneers 
>f Canada. 

The letters were all wrlttrn ' 
'789 and are by W. Sabatier to Gov- 
irnor Wentworth on the subject of 
the Memorial; a letter with signatur¬ 
es to tbe agent in London and a let- 
‘er of R. J. Unlake, Speaker of the 
House of the Assembly N. S., regard¬ 
ing tbe memorial 

The MemoiHal, itself, is an interest¬ 
ing document and parts of it follow: 
To the King's Most Ebccellent Majesty 
'.he Lords Spiritual and Temporal and 
Commnoa of Great Britain in Par¬ 
liament Assembled. 

Tbe memoilal of sundry of His 
Majesty’s loyal American subjects 
on behalf of tbemaelves and others 
settled in the province of Nova Scotia 
who have not hitherto received cora- 
pcnaatlon from the country of govern 
ment for their loaaes, either of prop¬ 
erty or professions, most humbly 
ibeweth:

That In consequence of their firm 
and uniform adherence to the cause 
of their sovereign they have been 
forced to relinquish property and 
professions in tbe colonies all of 
which were amply competent to their 
support and take refuge in the Prov 
Icce of Nova Scotia, New Brunswick 
and Canada where they now reaide. 

Tbe letter goes on to state that 
some of the men who are urgently 
In need of assistance were unable 
to forward their cases in tbe time 
limit which was set by the govern¬ 
ment and made this special appeal 
for consideration. 

They explained tliat I heir wants 
wove not unrea-s.'-nsl'le they ‘ want¬ 
ed enough to enable them to cpltlv 
ate landa restore them and their 
fumlUes to comfortable substance."
